Several  years  ago  the  Department  of  Natural  Resources  (DNR)  recognized  the  need  to  reach  out  to  many  types  of  facilities  on  a daily  basis  in  the  Lake  of  the  Ozarks 
area.  A satellite  office  was  opened  to  offer  compliance  and  other  community  assistance. 


The  Lake  of  the  Ozarks  satellite  office  staff  are  currently  housed  in  a small  three  room  house  trailer.  The  trailer  was  purchased  in  the  1 990s  and  is  rapidly  reaching 
the  point  of  disrepair.  A recent  safety  audit  found  many  areas  in  need  of  repair  including  an  analysis  of  the  electrical  system.  Staff  do  not  have  access  to  water  other 
than  in  the  bathroom  sink,  storage  space  for  necessary  supplies,  or  space  to  meet  with  the  public.  To  be  effective  in  our  assistance  to  the  public,  adequate  space 
needs  to  be  found.

The  Northeast  Regional  Office's  (NERO)  present  facility  was  constructed  in  1994  and  renovated  with  an  expansion  of  2,000  square  feet  in  2001 . This  space  was  anticipated  to  be 
adequate  until  2006.  Currently,  some  staff  must  share  cubicles  with  other  staff  and/or  pieces  of  equipment  (office  and  field  equipment).  This  is  disruptive  to  individual  staff,  especially 
when  other  staff  are  answering  the  phone  or  operating  equipment  in  those  offices.  Further,  the  Environmental  Emergency  Response  (EER)Zstorage  garage  is  located  six  miles 
(approximately  20  minutes  each  way)  from  NERO.  Ideally,  the  garage  should  be  located  at  NERO  to  provide  timely  EER  response,  storage  space  and  make  retrieval  of  equipment  and 
supplies  more  efficient.  Fuel  savings  would  also  be  realized.  Increased  security  forthe  property  would  be  achieved  with  a fenced  lot  and  outside  security  cameras.  These  needs  can  be 
addressed  by  either  expanding  the  current  location  or  looking  for  a new  building.

Until  FY  2008,  the  State  provided  retiree  medical  benefits  on  a pay-as-you-go  basis.  That  is,  the  State  and  its  retirees  annually  contributed  the  cash  cost  of  the  benefits 
provided,  and  benefits  expected  to  be  incurred  in  future  years  were  not  pre-funded.  In  FY  2008-FY  201 0,  a portion  of  State's  annual  required  contribution  (ARC), 
determined  by  an  actuarial  study,  was  appropriated.
